READ’S TRIUMPH BARLEY 


New Grain Originated and Tested by 


G. A. Read, 


Read’s Triumph Barley was originated by G. A. 
Read, hybridizer, of Read’s Experiment Farms. It 
is the result of a scientific cross made in 1897 
between the two-rowed Highland Chief and the 
six-rowed Manscheuri, the object being to produce 
a six-rowed variety with a stronger straw with 
heads as long, but thicker and better filled out 
than those of the Manscheuri and to incorporate 
in it as many other qualities of both parents as 


possible. This barley evinces more healthfulness 
than other varieties. It starts quickly and grows 
rapidly, ripening just at the time when barley 


can be taken care of by the farmer, and does 
not seem to be affected by sudden changes of the 
weather, or have a tendency to smut. Mr. Read 
says that he has never seen it affected by any 
disease whatsoever. 

Triumph Barley is a distinct six-rowed variety 
with long, compact heads, each bearing over 100 
kernels Ordinarily the grain weighs from 48 to 
52 pounds to the measured bushel. 

Malters and brewers purchase it at an advanced 


price. It shows little tendency to lodge and stands 
longer after ripening without crinkling than any 
other six-rowed barleys. It has an enormous 


growth of roots, resisting drought well and draw- 
ing a great amount of nourishment from the soil. 
It is not uncommon, under ordinary field culture, 
to ‘see several large straws with good heads em- 
anating frornm one kernel of seed. Its vigorous 
growth of tillers covers the ground and aids in 
arresting weed growth. Its fine beards are soft

and pliable, making it easier to handle and safer 
to feed. Its strong straw makes it the best to 
grow with other grain for a grain mixture. Its 
yield under ordinary field culture, sown broadcast 
at the rate of two bushels, was 70 bushels per 
acre, while with good care it has yielded at the 
rate of over 200 bushels per acre. 

Other experiments made by Mr. Read with this: 
barley resulted as follows: 

On land highly fertilized and Kept free from 
weeds, when sown at the rate of 171-8 pounds 
per acre, in rows seven inches apart, it yielded at 
the rate of 77 bushels of grain and 4,726 pounds: 
of straw to the acre. 

From one-fourth pound of seed planted on strong 
land, one kernel in a place, in drills 18 inches 
apart, there was harvested a little over 200 pounds 
of grain. 

When growing in rows three feet apart with 
kernels placed three inches apart in the row. one 
ounce of seed or 132 feet of drill preduced 26. 
pounds of grain.
